Elevator Wrecked, Windows 
in Nearby Towns Broken.

BY CHICAGO, March 19.—An explo-, 


sion of grain dust rocked the entire 
southern section of Chicago early to- 
night, wrecked one of the world’s 
largest grain elevators and broke 
every window within a radius of a 
mile. 

Of the nine watchmten who were 
trapped in the structure by the blast, | 
one is- known to be dead and four 
are missing. 

The elevator, which consisted of a 
series of steel and concrete towers, 
was in the southern outskirts of the 
city on the banks of the Calumet 
River. It was built at a cost of more 
than $10,000,000 and was operated by 
the Armour Grain Co. 

The explosion was due, it was said 
by officials who made an early in- 
quiry, to a fire that started in a load- 
ing chute. The blaze set fire to the 
dust-filled air and.the resulting blast 
rent asunder the big tower, releasing 
thousands of bushels of grain.

“Imagine passing from the great drama of 
the world’s wars and miseries, propounding a 
riddle worse than that of the Sphinx, into the 
little theater of the dispute between Panama 
and Costa Rica, with intimate quality, its 
separation from everything too complex for our 
understanding, and its substitution of Homeric 
heroics for the sinister death-dealing out of 
which almost no hero could emerge because of 
its horrors. 

“It is unlikely that in a war between Panama 
and Costa Rica anybody would be killed. It is 
impossible that Mr. Hoover would have to be 
called in. It would constitute a sort of Military 
Kollies, and as such would refresh and delight 
all. Why not, then, let them fight? Be- 
cause, will you believe it, the law is handed 
down to them by the great Powers! That can 
keep the peace in Central America. That there 
might be a power by which even the great 
Powers themselves could be made to keep the 
peace is very likely; if it could be done we 
would all be restrained, suffering no more hu- 
miliation than Panama and Costa Rica. They 
have quite as much pride as any of us; their 
injury is just as great. Yet a world needing 
peace more and more every day refuses to be- 
lieve that it can set its house in order. It will 
not apply a principle which works admirably 
in Central America, but cannot be applied to 
the war-making powers because to achieve this 
great end they would have to surrender some 
part of their sovereignty. That bugaboo stands 
in the way of world peace today. Yet Panama 
and Costa Rica perforce surrender some part of 
their sovereignty. Do we think any the less of 
them for it? Certainly not. We are only glad 
for them that they are subject to restraint out- 
side themselves.”

Limestone Slab, Elaborately | 
Carved, Is From Cemetery at 
Thebes and Is 3500 Years Old. 


The City Art Museum purchased 
last week an interesting example of 
Egyptian art in the form of a tomb 

stela of the XVIII dynasty (fifteenth 
century B. C.), from the cemetery 
of Thebes. The piece is a limestone 
slab, 28 inches high and 18 inches 
wide, rounded at the top and carved 
on the front with three bands of fig- 
ures in low relief together with in- 
cised inscriptions in Egyptian hiero- 
Though not an example 


glyphics. 
of the highest artistic merit, the stela 


' nevertheless illustrates well the char- | 
‘acteristic conventions of Egyptian | 
art, ahd sheds considerable light | 
"upon the elaborate burial customs 
of ancient Egypt. The inscriptions 
and figures reveal that the piece was 
a memoria! tombstone erected to 
Thutmose, the justified, and his 
wife, the “house mistress,” Ereret- | 
enen, by their six sons and daugh- 
tiers. At the top are carved figures 
of Osiris and Anubis, Gods of Death, 
seated upon thrones and holding va- 
rious attributes. Before the gods | 
stand Thutmose and Ereret-enen | 
with hands uplifted in supplication. | 
| The inscription above them sates | 
that “The ministrants are giving | 
| praise to Wen-Nofer (Osiris), and | 
| obeisance to the lord of Ta-Zoser in | 
ithe “Place of Truth’ (the Theban | 
| necropolis.”") The middle band of | 
| decoration shows Thutmose and his | 
| wife seated before a table piled with | 
food over which their son, Hui-no- | 
fer, pours a libation. A second son, | 
Nefru-er-hetef, \gtands behind the 
latter, bearing lotus flowers and 
loaves of bread. The lower band) 
shows a procession of men and 
women, who, according to the con- 
ventions of Egyptian art, are to be 
regarded as following the two sons 
shown above. The first four figures 
‘in the procession are sons and 
daughters of the deceased and the 
last two are servants. 

The inscriptions show that Thut- | 
mose and his wife were also brother | 
and sister, a custom prevalent in an- | 
cient Egypt. Traces of the originally 
brilliant polychrome decoration of | 
the stela still remain. The flesh was | 

|| originally tinted red, the lotus flow- | 
ers green and the inscriptions were 
filled with blue pigment. It is 
probable that the draperies were 
white. The piece was purchased | 
from F. J. Bullivant of Ferguson, 
Mo. It is installed in the Egyptian 
rooms on the lewer floor ef the 
museum.

Perplexities at a Puzz ers League Convention 


Men whose business is the creation of 
cryptic phrases, acrostics, rebuses 
and other perplexities wherewith 
readers while away their time, 
meet in unusual assembly at Hotel 
McAlpin, New York, to disctss 
their strange profession and the 
cultural worth of puzzles :: :: 


By PROSPER BURANELLI. 

N NEW YEAR'S DAY the shadows of 
arcanum and all the mysteries gathered 
in a meeting room at the Hotel McAl- 
pin, New York. The National-Puzzlerg’ 
League held its 1921 convention. The 
sons of the Sphinx assembled for enig- 
matic conclave. 

Thirty men, well dressed, prosper- 
ous looking, and coming from all over 
the count, sat and talked the cryptic 
language of the puzzle adept: flat, 
form, alternate, reversed rhomboid, acrostic, rebus. 

One would remind the other of a famous anagram 
the other had ade: 

“A cent tip!’ which is a rearrangement of the let- 
ters of “pittance!” 

“Egad, I rant!—Tragedian! 

They addressed each other by strange apocryphal 
names, not as Mr. King and Mr. Lear nor as Tom and 
Jerry, but as Nypho, Tantrums, Willie Wildwave, El 
Don, Arty Ess and ‘‘Q.” 

They were no haggard recluses, these subtle broth- 
ers of enigma, giving midnights to strange unravel- 
ing, nor crochety fellows with nothing moreto do than

invent a riddle. They were men such as are ordinarily 
seen, and a curiously large diiecauiornee th of them citizens 
of importance. 

The President of the National Puzzlers’ League -was 
Tunste, or Paul M. Bryan, motion picture executive and 
cousin of the notable William Jennings Bryan, whom 
he resembles somewhat in feature. He is one of Amer- 
ca’s leading puzzlers. 

Somebody told me That Tunste has,a great ambition, 
which he will surely achieve. The nine-letter word 
square is the largest ever constructed. Tunste is work- 
ing on a 10-letter square. As an example of his pow- 

rs, here is a nine-letter square built by him, which is 
rated by puzzle experts as an edifying marvel. It was 
fashioned without a single reference—it is the custom 
of word square constructors to consult strange volumes 
to find words that will fit their needs.

The editor of the league’s monthly journal, the 
Enigma, was Nanki-Poo, or William D. Flagg, for- 
merly editor of the Harvard Lampoon, of the Cleveland 
Press and of the Cleveland World.

Perhaps the most prominent member of the 
Puzzlers’ League is Goggles, or James M. Beck, 
formerly Attorney-General of Pennsylvania and 
now spoken of for Assistant Seqretary of State.

Now Made Public After 


Lincoln's Humanity - 


More Than Fifty Years 


Joel T. Davis, veteran resident 


of Noble County, Ohio, re- 
lates how, during the Civil 
War, a mother walked 600 
miles to Washington to 
plead with the President for 
her convicted son and re- 
ceived an immediate par- 
don for the youth :: s:: 


OW Abraham Lincoln, despite 
the pressure of duties during 
the trying days of the presi- 
dency, once stopped the routine 
of his office long enough to 
listen to the plea of a mother 
who had walked 600 miles to 
secure a pardon for her son, then a prisoner 
in the Ohio penitentiary, and how the Presi- 
dent instantly granted her request, was told 
in public for the first time last week by 


— 


Joel T. Davis of Noble County, Ohio, who 
was a contemporary of Lincoln and who 
knew the woman securing the pardon. 

Although the matter was well known to the country 
folk of the neighborhood at the time, it was over- 
looked in the vastly more important news of the 
war period. The event waa frequently recalled in 
later years by others than Davis, but lately, when the 
old man was asked to furnish an account of the epi- 
sode to the press, he related an anecdote that can well 
be added to stories of other deeds by the great Eman- 
cipator. 

Davis stil! lives where he resided during the Civil 
War, near Sarahsville, in Noble County. Sixty years 
ago this region was thinly settled and the farmhouses 
included many of the log type. Pioneer settlers still 
had their s°anty holdings and their original buildings 
and the bad state of the roads cut off the region from 
much outside travel. 

Davis is well acquainted in the county, and now 
that the twilight of life has already gathered around 
him, he is fond of recalling his experiences. The epi- 
sode occurred when he was a young man. 

“IT was living near Sarahsville when the war broke 
out,” he said, “and one of my neighbors was a Mrs. 
Shatto, a widow who had an only son and who lived 
in a little tumbledown log cabin not far from my 
father’s place. 

“Although Ohio was one of the important states of 
the Middle West at the time, some regions were thinly 
se'tled. Our own neighborhood would not be recog- 
nized by any dweller of that period. Of course, we had 
nothing but mud roads, and these were impassable 
after heavy rains. : 

“Mrs. Shatto had inherited the old Jonas Ball farm 
and the shack in which she and her son lived. This 
son was a shiftless sort of lad and his mother seemed 
to do all the work about the place. They had one 
horse and a single cow, I remember, and the ducks 
and chickens on the place, that used to gather about 
the back door when it drew near feeding time, often 
flocked straight through the house if doors were left 
standing open. 

“The mail service in those days was primitive. 
Wheeled vehicles could not be used on the roads around 
the place for a good part of the year and the mails 
had to be transported on horseback. Naturally, in 
regions where only a few letters were sent eacb year 
and where there was no flood of newspapers and ad- 
vertising matter, as there is today, the postal receipts 
did not amount to much. 

“It was almost a certainty that some letters would 
be sent by bankers, and even in those days robbery 
of the mails was quite frequent. Of course, there was 
little hope of plunder in a district like ours. So only 
a trifling sum was paid to any person who carried 
mail over the route from Campbell Station, in Lore 
County, to Sarahsville, Caldwell and Sharon. 

“Young Shatto secured the job as mail rider and 
did well for a time. Then, on one of his trips, it was 
discovered that the side of the mail sac had been cut 
open and some letters extracted. They may have been 
letters of value, sent by some bank, or they may have 
been Government mail. Whichever it was, young 
Shatto was promptly placed under arrest, pending an 
investigation. 

“He was tried and found guilty. Probably it was 
the fact that he had been known as a sort of idle 
boy that made the case go against him, for his honesty 
bad never been assailed. But what was more likely 
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may have been the fact that the Government itself may 
have pushed the case. 

“However that may be, young Shatto was sent to the 
Columbus penitentiary, which was a crude enough build- 
ing in those days. The arrest and conviction of her 
only son almost broke the widow's heart. She in- 
sisted that he was not guilty and neighbors and travel- 
ers were continually told about the injustice that had 
been done to the lad. Finally, some person, not think- 
ing she could possibly follow his advice, suggested that 
she go to Washington and tell the President about it. 

“Now, Mrs. Shatto had no money, and it is doubtful 
if it would have done her any good, in the crowded con- 
dition of the railroads at that time. It was possible 
to go up the Ohio by boat nearly as far as Pittsburg 
in those days, but this meant considerable expense, too. 

“To add to Mrs. Shatto’s distress, she lost her horse 
about this time. This may not have been so great a 
handicap as it seemed, however, as she had no money 
to provide for the beast along the road and it. would 
have almost certainly been stolen. So she just asked 
the neighbors to look after her remaining lives:ock 
and set out on foot for Washington. 

“I can remember, as a boy, that the neighbors did 
not think it anything extraordinary that she should 
not lock her door while on this trip. She did not have 
any lock on the cabin in the first place. And in the 
second, there wasn't anything in it worth stealing. So 
she just closed the door and set out on foot. 

“It is 600 miles from Sarahsville to Washington, 
in a fairly direct line. But she had no road maps, had 
to ma*e detours on account of bad weather closing 
certain roads, and only those who were living at the 
time can appreciate the difficulties that woman must 
have overcome to reach the Capitol. That she finally 
reached there was proof that the dwellers along the 
roads were charitable enough to feed her—a thing all 
the more praiseworthy when the high price of provi- 
sions is considered. 

“T imagine Mrs. Shatto was dilapidated looking 
enough when she reached Washington. She carried 
her shoes, I believe, and walked barefooted, so that 
she would have decent footgear when she arrived. And 
the merit of the homespun cloth of that time was that 
it lasted well and showed dust but little. 

“I can recall her description of how she finally 
reached Washington and after learning that the Presi- 
dent had left the Capitol, trudged wearily to the White 
House. That is not an especially short walk, even 
in these days, and I imagine it seemed much longer 
in that period, when Pennsylvania avenue was a dusty 
expanse and when sidewalke ceased at the Treasury 
building. 

“She found the White House guarded by soldiers. 
I did not see that place until] years later, so do not know 
whether it was then surrounded, as it is now, by a 
high iron fence. She was stopped by the Corporal of 
the guard, who heard her story and told her to sit 
down while he passed the word on to the Sergeant. 

“Evidently it got to the officer of the day, and, some- 
what to her own surprise, she was asked to go in. 
When she arrived in Washington she had been greatly 
awed by the appearance of the buildings which then 
lined the streets, crude as they seem to us in old pho- 
tographs that were taken by Matthew Brady. The im- 
pression made on her by the Capitol and the White 
House was so great that she admitted when she finally 


He handed her an envelope and told her to take it to the warden of the penitentiary in Ohio. 


neared the White House she thought all her journey 
would surely be in vain. 

“She was dumbfounded when she was finally told 
to step within and was ushered into the presence of 
Lincoln. I can remember her words. 

“ “He was writing at a table,’ she said, ‘and his face 
was weary, but, oh, so kind. He asked me what I 
wanted, and I broke down completely and sobbed out 
about my boy. He seemed greatly touched and sat 
thinking for a few moments. Then he wrote out @ slip 
of paper, folded it and sealed it, as they did in the 
days before envelopes were so generally used, and 
handed it to me. He told me to take it to the warden 
of the penitentiary at Columbus.’ ” 

Davis recalls the tired mother’s description of the 
long, weary trudge back to Ohio and then the trip 
through unaccustomed regions to Columbus. Here she 
was admitted to the penitentiary and gave the letter 
to the warden. 

“The warden opened the letter and then sent for 
young Shatto, without informing the mother what was 
in the paper,” continued Davis, “and she waited 
there, torn with doubt, until her son was brought in. 
Then the warden informed them both that a full par- 
don had been granted him and that the President had 
ordered him set free. 

“You can imagine what this meant to the mother 
who had done so much. The boy was outfitted with 
one of the cheap suits they gave discharged prisoners 
at the institution—I suppose it seemed like gorgeous 
raiment to both mother and son—and was then al- 
lowed to depart. The warden gave him a fatherly 
talking to and told him never to come back again. 

“The mother and son walked all the way from Co- 
lumbus back to Sarahsville. 

‘So far as I know, this anecdote has never appeared 
in print. Many of the old residents about here knew 
of the facts and it was so commonly known that it 
was not thought worth while to refer to it afterwards 
in the local papers. Moreover, no one wanted to drag 
up this painful episode in the life of the Shattoa. So 
what might have been handed down as one of the most 
typical instances of Lincoln's kindness of heart has 
passed unknown to most of the residents of the 
country. 

“I have often wondered whether there are not many 
more of these homely stories about Lincoln that the 
world will never know, for the same cause. We all 
know of the letter he wrote to the mother who had 
lost her sons in service and there is an oft-quoted 
story of how he once pardoned a soldier who had been 
found guilty of that most serious military offense— 
sleeping on his post. 

“But I have often believed that the true nature of 
the man is better revealed in some of these minor 
cases than it is in those that have been handed down 
to us. I can vouch for the truth of this story, because 
Il was a youth when it happened and was well known 
to all the people in this neighborhood, who were also 
acquainted with the Shattos. 

“It seems strange to us today to read of Lincoln's 
accessibility in time of war, but conditions were dif- 
ferent in those days. Altogether, I am glad to have 
had this particular knowledge of such a deed come into 
my own life. I believe it gives me a better idea of the 
man who stands for al! that makes the idea of true 
democracy and freedom so glorious.”

ARENTS who find the rearing of even an 
average family a problem these days, behold 
Frederick Walkenhorst, who is the father 
of 25 children, and tells how he has man- 
aged to.bring them up on a laborer’s daily 
wage. 

The existence of such a family, remark- 
able in present-day statistics, was brought to public 
notice for the first time only the other day, in evidence 
incident to a trial in St. Charles. 

Twenty-five children! Think of that, you parents of 
15, or 12, or 8, or 4, who sit back complacently, with 
an air of expecting medals to be pinned on you for soa 
amply fulfilling your duty to posterity. Or, on the 
other hand, think of it, you parents of two or three, 
who bow meekly and assume an almost guilty air 
while a landlord acts as if you were trying to make 
him party to a crime against civilization when you 
ask him to rent you a house. Or think of it, you par- 
ents who find one small kiddy a ‘“houseful,”’ capable 
of reconstructing your whole mode of life. Sup- 
pose vou had 25 children clamoring at your heels. 
Twenty-five hungry mouths to be filled. Twenty-five 
little bodies to be fed and kept in health. Twenty- 
five little pairs of feet to be shod, to say nothing of 
trained in the direction they should go. 

A great many people will have to shed for a moment 
a lot of notions with which the complexities of modern 
civilization have hedged them about and get down 
mentaily to the bare fundamentals of what constitutes 
the necessities of existence, to appreciate this that 
Frederick Walkenhorst has accomplished. 

The house in which he lives is one index to his meth- 
ods. It is a cottage of perhaps five rooms, at 2205 
North Fifth street, the very last house on the street 
leading out of St. Charles. Back of the house is 
a barn and in the barnyard a cow and a flock of 
chickens. 

There is a best room furnished neatly but scantily, 
the superfluities consisting mostly of home-made han- 
dicraft, shelf covers, chair tidies, etc., of white linen 
crochet. The visitor is permitted to tarry here for a 
moment, but almost immediately is invited into the 
kitchen beyond, where three daughters busily scrub- 
bing floors or preparing the midday meal cannot spare 
time to sit idle as they talk. Indeed, one ts told that 
father will be in presently for his dinner, but he won't 
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have time to talk either, for several jobs of plowing 
are waiting for him in the afternoon. 

The kitchen was the heart of the house, that was 
evident, and it was a token of hospitality to be invited 
into it. ‘There was a cook stove consuming a roaring 
wood fire, over which, in a big kettle, boiled a fragrant 
stew of meat and potatoes. Another receptacle, a 
dishpan, in fact, was level full of sputtering apple 
sauce. Out of a cupboard came about three dozen 
bakery rolls, which were divided into three piles on 
the table. The table was long and had a heavy oaken 
top, bare and warped from much scrubbing. Into it 
somebody's jack knife had carved a representation of 
12 plates. Rows of tin cups, which were to contain 
milk, were set out. 

Hilda, the eldest daughter at home, apparently 
has been in authority since the death of the second 
Mrs. Walkenhorst, five years ago. The first wife. the 
mother of 14 children, died when her last child was 
5 days old, one was told. The second wife, a widow 
with one child, whom the stepfather also reared, be- 
came the mother of 11 Walkenhorsts and died in child- 
bed, quite unnecessarily, one was told, due to a mistake 
of the doctor. 

There are now 12 children at home, besides a small 
son of Hilda’s, so the carved place markers on the table 
must have been done some years ago. Moreover, there 
were not enough chairs anywhere visible to seat all 
the family at table at once. But chairs are to be classi- 
fied as luxuries that may be dispensed with, one ob- 
served later, when six bright, rosy-cheeked, blond 
youngsters came trooping in from school and took 
places, standing, all attention, with spoons poised, 
ready to begin on the soup almost before Hilda had 
measured it into their plates. 


The ages of the Walkenhorst progeny range from 40 
down to 7 years. Besides the 12 children now at home, 
five have died at various ages, and the others, being 
older, have married and gone to homes of their own. 
There are eight grandchildren. Three of those who 
reside under the parental roof are working in factories 
in the town. 

“How have I managed to take care of 25 children?” 
Frederick Walkenhorst echoed after my question. after 
he had fed his horses out in the barn and stood roiling 
up his sleeves at the kitchen sink. “By working hard 
every day of their lives.” The hands he spread to 


view were testimony more eloquent even than the

vigorous, clear ring of his voice, and his knitted coat, 
wet with perspiration, was further evidence of his 
hearty industry. 

He is a tall, spare man, remarkably erect for his 60 
years, fair and ruddy, and the lines on his face are 
not those of worry but of good humor. If his children 
take after him, dentist bills need not be one of the 
family problems. His teeth are strong and while. 
His eyes, he says, are failing. One doctor assures him 
nothing can be done for them, so he thinks any further 
expenditure on them is useless. 

“By working and by managing,” he amended. “It 
takes thought as well as toil. and | had to learn (0 
think. For 22 years I was a molder, at $5 or $6 a day. 
In those days I used to live high and spend everything 
I made. I used to drink. It seems as though a molder 
has got to be a drinker. I used to gather with the 
boys and we'd begin on 5-cent whisky. Pretty 800m 
we'd feel we had to have 15-cent whisky. Then, later 
in the evening, I guess we were paying 15 cents for 
5-cent whisky. 

“One day in 1908—that will be 12 years ago—about 
the time the twins were born, | took occasion to sit 
down and take stock of myself. I found I didn’t have 
a cent and no prospects of ever having anything, the 
way I was going. I quit drinking that day, all in one 
day, and I've never touched a drop since. People tell 
me that’s pretty hard to do,” he added, with a whim- 
sical, quizzical glance out of the corner of his eye.

dog race is one of speed, the course being but 25 miles 
long, shaped like a figure 8, with the town of Ashton 
at the center.
